It is the duty of 
the representatives of the 
free world to go to Geneva 
determined to de every 
thing possible to bring 
about au negotiated agree- 
ment on Korea and other Far 
Fast problems which come ap 
for discussion, any agree- 
ment, of course, being biased 
on accepted principles and 
providing necessary  safe- 
guards, In the light of the 
recent Big Four Berlin talks 
this may be expecting too 
much, yet the effort must 
bo muade, nnd in such a 
manner that failure cannot 
be Iaid at the door of the 
United Nations delegates, 
Tfiere can be nbd “heod in 
the clouds” about | the 
Geneva conference; the probs 
lems to be tackled do not 
permit. The future of 
Korea ostensibly ‘the 
principal ifem = on the 
agenda, yet {it seems more 
than likely that when the 
delegates finally — meyt, 
emphasis will be shifted to 
Indo-China, It is very 
clear that Mr Dulles is more 
preoccupied with Indo-China 
than he is with Korea at 
this. moment, and he does 
not hide his conviction that, 
whatever the outcome of the 
Geneva discussions, some 
positive sign must be given 
to the Communists that the 
free world intends to sive 
Indo-China from falling into 
the hands of the Reds.

It is an interesting 
proposition, but one which 
requires careful explora- 
tion. If it muterialises it 
will, presumably, supersede 
the existing ANZUS pact— 
an alliance which by many 
is considered inadequate.

Mr Truman 
Attacks 
US “Political 
Bogeymen” 


New York, Apr. 12. 

The former U.S. Presi- 
dent, Mr Harry Truman, 
said today witch hunters 
were on the loose again, 
eften cloaked with im- 
munity, and armed with 
subpoenas and the cruel 
whiplash of unevaluated 


gossip. 


In a reference to “political 
bogeymen” Mr ‘Truman sald 
“they are making a mockery of 
the very institutions they so 
callously pretend they are seck- 
ing to preserve.” 


He did not mention Senator 
McCarthy by name, but in a 
apparent reference to him he 
said, "There is even onc among 
them whose torrent of wild 
charges ts calculated to damage 
the faith of Americans In the 
integrity of thelr Government, 
army, schools, churches, their 
labour unions and the Press, 
Most of all, he {s threatening to 
undermine the respect und con- 
fidence Americuns must have tn 
one another.” 


Mr Truman,. speaking as the 
annual Green Foundation 
Lecturer at Westminster College 
at Fulton, gaid that the “poli- 
tical bogeymen” had no more 
respect for the due process of 
law and order thon the Com- 
munists “they say they hate but 
whose methods they copy.” 


“These descendants of the 
enocient order of witch hunters 
have learned nothing from_his- 
tory,” Mr Trumen said. “They 
eare nothing for history. They 
care less for the Aincrican tradi- 
tions of law and order and fulr 
play.” 


Mr Truman's remarks on 
“political bogeymen” came after 
he had dollvered a history of 
“mass hysteria” in the, United 
States, starting with the Salem 
witcheraft executions of 1692 
and concluding with the activi-~ 
thes of Ku Klux’ Klan in the 
1920's, 


Mr Truman recalled his ap- 
pearance on tho same platform 
eight years ago when he Intro- 
duced the British Prime Mints- 
ter, Sir Winston Churchill, as 
the Iecturer. He praised Sir 
Winston as “one of the world’s 
greatest men.”

Malan’s Move 


To Get British 


Territories 


Capetown, Apr. 12. 
The South African Prime 
Minister, Dr Danie] Malan, 
today usked the House of 
Assembly to support tht 
incorporation of the ‘three 
British territories in South- 

ern Africa into the Union. 


Dr Malon announced last 
week that he woulg seek ap- 
proval for resumed negotiations 
with Britain on the transfer of 
one million Africans in the 
British High Commission terrl- 
tories of Bechuanaland, Basuto- 
land and Swaziland, 

He said today a petition 
would have to be presented to 
the British Government in the 
name of the House of Assembly 
If negotiatlons are resumed 
and prove satisfactory. 

Intermittent talks on the 
future of the territories were 
held = between 1013 ond 1939. 
But the British Government 
has never ogreed to their trans- 
fer as the Africans in the ter. 
Mitories have rejected any 
Change of Govornment. 

A resolution presented by Dr 
Malan asked for the transfer 
of the territories, which cover 
an area of 293,420 square miics, 
almost ‘completely enveloped by 
South Africa, ‘as soon ag possi- 
ple.” ak 


IMMEDIATE STEPS ‘~ 


To this end the Governmeny 
urged “immediate steps’ for the 
resumption of the 1939 negotlu- 
tions with Britain. 

The British South Africa Act

The United Nations

vened today to consider complaints by Jordan and 
Israel on renewed violence in Palestine. 


The two complaints

on the issues, 


The Arabs demanded that 
the questions be discussed 
separately, The Russian deje- 
gate Mr Andrei Vyshinsky ask- 
ed the Council members to 
ixtopt. the provisional agenda 
and then proceed to examine 
the order in which the two 
complaints would be taken up. 

The Danish delegate Mr 
William = Borberg recalled that

Senhor Hugo Gouthier then 
offered a new proposal for get- 
ting the debate under way. 

The Braozlian-Colcmbian sug- 
gestion was outlined by Senhor 
Gouthier os follows: 

1. Adopt the 
agenda. 

2, Hold a general discussion. 

8. The Securlty Council 
should not commit Itself at this 
stage as to the separate or joint 
character of any resolutian the 
Coungil may adopt. 

VYSHINSKY'S VIEW 

Mr Vyshinsky then spoke in 
his capacity os Soviet delegate, 
rather thun as Council Presi- 
dent. 

He sald the two cases were 
not at all alike. He sald that 
Britain, {n asking for a general 
Palestine debate, had not mado 
any ‘‘artfoulate propcsal”, 

“There was no. articulate 
statement as to what tho 
Security Council would .be ex-

tons, The deficit in 1053 was 
obviously, therefore, greater 
than admitted—amounting to
